Some critics: feel that these pro- 
grams can be the cause of delin- 
quency and severe emotional distur- 
bances.. Others feel that such pro- 
grams offer outlets for suspense, ad- 
venture. and aggression, Mrs, Lennah 
K. Backus,. child development specia- 
list at Michigan State college, feels 
that. you ‘dhuold cpnsider whether 
the programs over-excite your child. 

Exciting radio. programs may. tend 
to be too exciting for your child for 
several reasons. First of all, they are 
concentrated into an hour or an hour 


4jand a half. of continuous . program- 


ming, Second, they usually occur at. 
the end of a-child’s day when he is 
pretty well tired out. Finally, the-ser- 
ials frequently end upon a high note 
of suspence.: 

What can parents do about the 
iadio listening. problem, you ask?

instead of having. always. to wait 
until:the next evening to relieve: sus- 
‘pense, However, children have a way 
of liking’ what ‘they like and we. may 
not be too successful-in attempting 
to influence their. choice ‘of a pro- 
gram.

Governor Kim Sigler says he will 
veto any legislaaive bill to increase 
the three-cent gasoline tax. 2 
.” Announcement was made-to néews- 
paper. correspondents at Lansing, 
following delivery by the governor 
of two supplemental. messages to 
the state, Jegislature. His decision was 
forecast in this column March 11. 


“The Michigan Good Roads Federa- 
‘recently advocated a‘ 15-year | 
$1,400,000,000 highway. construc- 
tion program which would be financ- 
ed, in part, by a boost in the gas tax. 
The weather of the past winter. prov- 
ed. to be a strong ally, as state high- 
ways. were damagedly badly.. Comm- 
issioner Charles M. Ziegler estimates 
the Joss at $500,000, the worst in 20 
years. Detroit’s street damage was 
estimated at $1,000,000. 

The governor’s attitude is ‘based 
on his belief that Michigan’s tax re- 
venues are not being distributed 
equitably, due to the sales tax di- 
version amendment. Seventy-six per 
cent of the staté sales revenue is now 
rhuzmed: to local governments, . in- 
cluding public schools. 

Sigler does recommend, however, 
that present highway funds be dis- 
tributed: more equitably. This covers 
the motor vehicle. weight tax. 

A..O, Cuthbert, director of the Co- 
unty Road Association. of Michigan, 
says that an emergency situation now 
exists on: Michigan highways because 
of post-war inflation. 

“Tn 1940 the county road-commis- 
sions paid $8,300,000 in wages,” he 
said. “Last year they paid $15,200,- 
000. A highway maintenance truck 
sold for $950 in 1940 and now costs 
$2,200. A motor. grader costing 
$5,000 in 1940 is listed at $11,000
